B or in other words, the portion of De Javasche Bank's charter authorizing it

I telephoned Mr. Paul Spies this morning to inquire if he would be 
good enough to have lunch with me. He stated that it would be impossible due 


to an earlier engagement, but he would like very much to come right over to 
see me, which he did. 


He stated that he was now somewhat in politics, although he is really 
not a politician. Nevertheless he feels that his views are respected by the 
Indonesian officials. (While he did not take full credit for the same, he 
said that he believed it was as the result of his suggestion that the former 
Minister of Finance of Indonesia had been made the head of the Javasche Bank.) 


I asked him how it was possible for the Government to nationalize 
the note issuing functions of the Bank without nationalizing its commercial 
business. This seemed to me to run contrary to the general practice, for an 
issuing bank to continue its functions as a commefcial bank. He said that 
their situation was such that they had kept in the commercial banking field 
as a source of revenue and the greatest assistance to the Indonesian Govern- 
ment. 


He said that as a matter of fact the Indonesian Government had pur- 
chased practically all of the stock of the Javasche Bank, and it would not 
pay anyone to continue to hold out, so that it was expected that in due course 
the Government would have complete control. 


In his opinion it is only a matter of time before an entirely new 
note issue will have to be created, and it would be his idea that the order 
would be divided three ways, that is, to Enschede, De la Rue and the ABNCo. 
This would provide for them a better protection in the event of a possible 
future war. It would be his idea also that each would have certain denomina- 
tions, but not necessarily one denomination follow ng another. 


I asked him for his appraisal of Lord Killearn of De la Rue. I told 
him that I had understood from the certain reports that he had tried to take 
advantage of some position he had held years ago in order to try to capitali ze 
on it for the purpose of getting business. 


I told him that I would like to see more of him, particularly would 
I like to have him know our Mr. Colclough, but he said he was going away on 
a trip and would be gone for н> ав a month. He will return in November for 
a day or two and will telephoné'me because he would also like to meet Mr. 
Colclough under informal:circumstances.

Curb Dollar Imports 


JAKARTA, Indonesia, Feb. 2 

„ (P)—The Finance Ministry an- 
nounced today that Indonesia 
would revalue her currency Mon- 
day. Other sweeping changes are 
expected to restrict imports from 
dollar areas and encourage exports. 

As news of drastic changes in 
the exchange regulations leaked 
out, this nation's million dollar ex- 
port machinery ground to a virtual 
halt, awaiting the announcement 
that will come from the Java 
Bank. 

Тһе present exchange rate for 
the Indonesian rupiah is 26 cents 
in United States currency. The 
last major change in valuation 
was in March, 1950, when Indo- 
nesia devalued her currency by 50 
per cent in a move to stem infla- 
ion. 

The ministry also announced 
that the nearly two-year-old ek- 
change certificate system would 
be abolished Monday. Under this 
system, certificates are exchange- 
able for foreign currency. They 
are scaled so that importers are 
required to pay above the market 
price for foreign currency, while 
exporters receive a lower price 
when converting foreign earnings 
into rupiahs. 

Exporters, especially those deal- 
ing in tea and tobacco, are ex- 
pected to get some relief with the 
elimination of the certificate sys- 
tem. Traders have complained 
that the system is really "an un- 
official devalution, with the &ov- 
ernment cashing in on the discrep- 
ancy between port and export 
rates." 

The ministry said there would 
be a drastic reduction of imports 
from dollár areas, aimed at cur- 
tailing the import of American 
automobiles, liquors, cosmetics 
and other luxury items. Licenses 
for dollar imports will be granted 
only to those who prove they have 
exported to dollar areas for.a sim- 
ilar amount.

CHANGES IN INDONESIAN FOLEIGN EXCHANGE SYSTEM 


As of today, February 4, 1952, the following major changes in the 
Indonesian foreign exchange system have become effective: Fer 


FIRSTLY: All foreign exchange certificates, both for import and export 
of goods and invisibles, have been abolished. 


SECONDLY: The quotations for foreign exchange will be three times the 

former official rates. For example, the new official rate for 
the U.S. dollar, British pound Sterling, Dutch guilder and Straits dollar 
«ш de respectively: Rupiah 11.10, Rupiah 31.72, Rupiah 3.00 and Rupiah 
3.715. 


THIRDLY: The official purchase price of gold at the bank of issue for 1 
kilogram of fine gold amowting to Rupiah l155, will remain un- 
chmged. Therefore, a "de jure" devaluation has not taken place. 


FOURTHLY: With a view of restoring a proper balance between dollar imports 
and exports, essential to prevent a further drain on Indonesian 
dollar reserves, a system of dollar export certificates has been establish- 
ed. Under this new arrangement, the Indonesian exporter, when negotiating 
his export draft, will receive a transferable and marketable certificate 
which entitles holder to import from the U.S.A. for an amount of 70% of 
the dollar amount exported. Imports from the U.S.A. are only permitted 
if the importer is in possession of these certificates covering the full 
dollar amount required for hisimports. These certificates will be sold 
and purchased in the open market at a price which is expected to corres- 
pond with the value, expressed in Rupiah, of the hard currency premium 
of the U.S. dollar. These dollar export certificates will consequently 
be quoted daily in the open market. Assuming that this cuotation is Rp. 
1.71 for one U.S. dollar (equaling 15% dollar premium at the «af ficial rate 
of exchange of Rp. 11.40 to the dollar), an exporter who exports to the 
U.S.A. 10,000 dollars worth of commodities will receive: 


10,000 x Rp. 11.40 Rp. 114,000 

plus value dollar export certificate, 70% of $10,000: 
7,000 x Rp. 1.71 " 11,970 
Total Rp. 125.970 


An importer mho purchases from the U.S.A. $10,000 worth of goods, there- 
fore must pay; 


10,000 x Rp. 11,40 Rp. 11,000 

plus the value of the dollar export certificate: 
10,000 x Rp. 1.71 " 17,100 
Total Rp. 131,100 


This collar certificate will only apply to exports and imports of goods 
and not to invisibles (services, etc.) 


FIFTHLY: An increase of export duties on various commodities has become 
effective as of February 4, 1952, as follows: 


An additional levy of 25% ad valorem has been established on rubber and 
сорга; 15% on petroleum, tin, palm oil, palm kernels, pepper and coffee. 
All other products have been exempted from this additional duty. 


SIXTHLY: The previously existing inducement regulations in respect to 

some less important products, have been abolished. For the 
importation of luxury and semi-luxury articles, the rate of exchange of 
the Rupiah has been set at Rp. 19.-- for U.S. fl.-. 


Further details on the above regulation will be published later.

Dear Mac: 


I am sorry that, in the press of othe tters, we have not acknowledged 
your cable of December 18th and your letter Vf December 26th advising us of the 
signing of an agreement covering the above. 


This is of course an unfortunate development, not only for us but for 
Indonesia, and it was surprising to us since we had gathered that you felt it un- 
likely. The authorities responsible for making the agreement have obviously been 
misled by the representations made to them, which-have convinced them that the 
project is feasible. Actually it can only lead to disappointment, a useless ex- 
penditure of funds and, what is most serious of all, a currency without adequate 
protection and probably insufficient security measures and control of the finished 
notes. 


It is a sad thing that it seems impossible to persuade countries like 
Indonesia of the necessity of the two most important features of our service - 
first, the protection afforded by our quality of designing, engraving and printing, 
and second, the measures of control that we maintain,both of which must inevitably 
add to the price of our notes but which also bring to the customer a degree of 
protection far exceeding the additional amount involved. I am afraid that too 
often we are on the defensive, accepting the customer!s price argument and not 
selling our product and service on the basis of their true merit.. It is obviously 
impossible to seli Cadillacs at Ford prices, 


I do not think that we should accept the signing of this agreement as the 
end of our possibilities in Indonesia, Such agreements can be abrogated, and recent 
developments indicate a constant deterioration of Dutch - Indonesian relations. The 
current change in the Government may provide the means of reversing this decision, 
and it may be desirable to make another visit to Djakarta for the purpose of trying 
to accomplish this. Certainly, if we are to continue our Far - Eastern operations, 
we can not accept such developments with resignation, but must redouble our efforts 
to demonstrate to the governmental authorities that our products and service are 
essential and more economical than anything they can buy elsewhere. Conditions 
have changed very drastically in the past few years,and a determined effort on the 
part of all of us is a vital necessity if the Company is to continue its position 
of leadership. I know that we can count upon you to do everything possible to ac- 
complish this. 


We shall be glad to have your suggestions concerning what We should do to 
meet the challenge presented by these other firms in your territory. y

This is perhaps something to 
think about .-

back in 1948 and had it reinstated in 195D. 


Dr Maramis will leave here in July to be Indonesian 
Ambassador to France.- I will see him again in a day or so.

However it seems 
quite unsound to carry this gratitude to the point of placing orders for 
inferior notes which could do the country much harm, 

I have recently received the impression from a source close to 
Fox that the deal was not working out too well and that he was considerably 
reducing the scope of his operations there, though still "keeping his foot 

o in the door" as it was explained to me.

You, no doubt, at times have had grave misgivings. However, T ۱ j 
can assure you that at no time is it ever possible for us to be on aD » 
the defensive. We have to take an aggressive attitude and sell г” nu 
quality because we are definitely never in a position to sell a | ! 
prospect on the basis of price, except in so far as our price based 
on a superior quality and long wear actually makes the price compara- 
tively cheaper in the long run. Whatever difference in price that 
does exist is more than reflected in the higher quality which makes 
for greater economy to the buyer. 


Both Iynott and I have always been quality conscious. We have 
had a thorough education along the line of superior guality through 
talks with Mr. Schomp, visits to the Plant, and in selling bank notes 

that measure up to all the quality performance we claim for them. In 
the matter of price, I believe the record of the past 25 years will 
show that we have consistently been able to obtain New York's prices 
and, in a great number of cases, we have secured prices in excess of 
those New York quoted. This has only been possible by consistently 
reiterating quality and performance as the important factors in justi- 
fying price. For instance, take just one single item — paper. I 
have proved time and time again to the Chinese Commercial Banks, Pro- 
vincial Banks and Central Bank of China that our primary paper costs 
were at least US$1.00 more per unit of 1000 notes than the paper used 
by competitors. It has never failed to help us maintain our prices, 
and in some cases get a premium. In such cases we have had superb co- 
operation from The Gallop Paper Co., who were Crane & Co.'s agents in 


Shanghai 。 


Referring to my report on the visit to Djakarta covering the 
period of August 12th. to October 14th., 1951: for example, you will 
note that I have stressed quality in my talks with the Javasche Bank, 
Bank Negara and Government officials. I feel certain that in your 
talks with Paul Spies you found Him fully cognizant of the superior 
quality of our product, and of the unique position held by the Company 
as the outstanding leader in this field.

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That we have always emphasized quality can be confirmed from 
Chinese bankers now in New York, who are former clients of ours — 
like T.V., H.H., Li Ming, Y. T. Miao, Siufeng Huang and others 一 
every one of them indoctrinated like Spies; and Spies is only one 
of many in Indonesia connected with the Banks and the Government, 
who have been instructed along the line that price is more than 
fully reflected in the quality —— in other words, you get more than 
you pay for. 


I will not accept competition on the basis of price, for a compe- 
titor's prices based on their low guality paper are far more expen- 
sive. Then of course comes the rational thought, "If all this is so, 
why is it we are not getting the business?" This guestion certainly 
makes sense; the answer is not involved. 


In most cases the prospect is actually circulating notes made by 
other printers, and every Government and Bank of Issue balks at the 
idea of scrapping an issue which has been in circulation for some 
time, unless it is actually giving trouble. For example, the Hong 
Kong Bank would not entertain the thought of changing from Bradbury 
to someone else; Sir Arthur Morse has told me so on more than one 
occasion. The answer is very simple — not only because Bradbury is 
good, but because the people in the Far East have "socked away" up- 
wards of 200,000,000 of Hong Kong Dollars out of a circulation of 
880,000,000 — and that is something no banker would disturb. How- 
ever, Sir Arthur does recognize that Bradbury is the leading British 
bank note company, and the American Bank Note Company as foremost in 
the world field, He knows there is some relationship between the two 
firms; however, I have never discussed the relationship with him. 


With the exception of the Philippines, all of the countries of 
South East Asia are in the Sterling Bloc, and whenever the opportu- 
nity offers they "buy British," not because British bank notes are 
the best or because they pick out the best British bank note company, 
but to use up surplus Sterling funds. Since Sterling is not conver- 
tible it is impractical for us to quote in Sterling. In such cases, 
with aggressive salesmanship, Bradbury should get the business -- we 
all know they are by far the best of the British companies. The last 
time I saw Davis of Karnka Thai Co. Ltd. he said that he was giving 
up the Bradbury agency because they could not get business, and this 
in spite of having the Prime Minister's son-in-law as a partner. 


In Indonesia there is a wave of nationalism, which is closely 
followed by a desire for industrialization. As you know, the Inde- 
nesians have been toying with the idea of establishing a printing and

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engraving plant for the past year and a half. To touch on my phase 
of this picture, during the months of August 2lst. to October 14th., 
1951, I succeeded in having the idea pigeon-holed; De La Rue and 
Enschede representation left for home. In December the proposition 
was again revived by Enschede, and they reached an agreement with the 
Government without further delay. 


In the case of the Philippines, we are now going through a period 

of "educating" the Bank. Changes in staff make the re-telling of the 
) quality angle imperative. Here we were faced, as Mr. Schomp can 

explain, with a very odd situation — our "cousins," instead of acting 
on the sound, experienced advice of Mr. Schomp, underhandedly sent one 
of their men to London to look over the De La Rue plant, and it was v 
that man (Dr. Andres Castillo) who informed Governor Cuaderno that 
De La Rue were as good at cheaper prices. David Grove, the U.S. Treas- 
ury man who was under loan to the Central Bank of the Philippines, was 
informed by me time and time again that the Bank was making a tragic 
error in buying on the basis of price, because it was false economy 
and in fact would prove much more expensive. However, he did nothing 
to correct the situation。 David Grove said political complications 
made a negotiated deal impossible and the business would have to be 
put out for bids 一 the lowest bidder to get the business. We all 
know the results. David Grove is now with the Treasury in Washington. 


We are out of the Philippine market, and to get in is going to 
take time and a lot of work. We will have tp continuously talk quali- 
ty. I have given the Ambassador, Raymond A. Spruance, the Commercial 
Attache, T. X. Wright, and the Treasury Attache, H. May, talks on 
quality, and demonstrated the talks with specimens of ours and compe- 4 
titors! notes. І have had long talks with Dr. Castillo and Mr. Silve- 
rio about quality. You have of course seen the letters about quality 
I wrote to them. Letters similar to these were at one time sent to 
Governor Cuaderno and the former Deputy Governor Calalang. 1 have 
also had long talks with Leo Virata, and gave him practical demonstra- 
tions of the difference in quality between our notes and those of 
De La Rue. 


In every talk there has been special emphasis placed on quality, 
pointing out the great seving they can make, directly and indirectly, 
by buying our bank notes of superior quelitg. I stressed the impor- / 
tance of the psychological effect of high quelity. For example, the 
people of the Philippines call the De La Rue currency "Mickey Mouse 
Money." They say it is like the old Jap invasion currency. We also 
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emphasize the "feel" of genuine currency. The stuff they now have 
circulating feels like blotting paper — it completely lacks the "feel" we 
of money. The tactile sense of the average person is more acute than 
generally thought -- they know the feel of good currency. 


In addition to all these things, there is also the great selling 
point of the art work, the beauty of the engravings, the security and 
protection against successful reproduction. You will note in my report 
on Djakarta that I made a special point of showing the President's 
portrait to members of his Cabinet, and then wrote them I had presen- 
ted the portrait to the President, and tbld them how much he apprecia- 
ted and admired the great beauty of the engraving. Т also told the 
leading banking officials in Djakarta, and Ambassador Merle Cochran and 
Counsellor of Embassy Н. M. Benninghoff who, incidentally, is now 
Consul-General at Manila, having arrived there in March, of the Presi- 
dent's appreciation. | 


In our sales presentation, in order to bring about and develop 
a desire for change, we strongly stress the superior guality of our 
Г designing, engraving, printing and the distinctive "money feel," as 
well as the rugged durability of our bank notes; and also we emphasize 
the psychological effect of a money that has the appearance and feel 
of currency. Furthermore, we emphasize service, generations of experi- 
ence, and the well-esteblished responsibility and prestige which are 
the inherent features of the Company. All these and lots of other 
) features must be reiterated; it requires meeting after meeting to 
indoctrinate a prospect. Bank notes are not sold by walking in and 
— "I represent so-and-so concern," and then going out with an 
order. 


I trust you will pardon my being slightly "long-winded" on this 
subject. It is a pet of mine -一 I could carry on for considerable 
length, and then the subject would still not be fully covered, for 
the sales presentation varies considerably with the type of prospect. 


In conclusion, I am fully in accord with your remarks that it is 
impossible to sell Cadillacs at Ford prices.

Thank you for your letter of April 4th from which we are pleased 
to note that you are planning to go to Djakarta to pursue this matter fur- 
ther. 


The present trend of relations between Indonesia and the Nether- 
lands would appear at least to offer some hope that their further deteriora- 
tion, plus more careful study of what is really involved in the Enschede 
agreement, might incline the Indonesian authorities to caucel it and look 
elsewhere for their notes. Certainly this would be by far the soundest 
course and the one best calculated to promote the interests of Indonesia, 
and I am sure you will agree that we should do everything possible to try 
to bring it about. 


It would appear from your letter and its enclosures that the re- 
quirements for entering Indonesia are onerous to say the least.

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VI. THE JAVA BANK WILL BE PARTLY NATIONALIZED 个 4 

“In principle only tae circulztion bank adtivities of the Java 
3ank will be nationalized," Finance Minister Dr. Jusuf Wibisono 
declared in a press interview June 4. "Other departments of the 
bank will continue as a normal private concern. It may be put this 
way--the portion of the Java bank's charter which empowers it to 
issue banknotes will be revoked. But the Java Bank as a credit 
bank will not be nationalized." 


The Finance Minister said that a Government Commission was 
being appointed to prepare the way for nationalization of the Bank's 
circulation activities. He stressed that the new President-Director 
of the Java Bank...to replace Dr. Houwink who resigned "for reasons 
of principle"...would not be a political appointment. The best man 
for the job would be the one chosen. 


& The man most often mentioned for the position was former 
Finance Minister Dr. Sjafruddin Prawiranegara. In an interview 
with the Indonesian news agency Antara Dr. Sjafruddin said that he 
had been approached on the matter. He was ready to assume the post 
of President-Director, he said, if the circulation bank remains 
autonomous, and is not placed under the jurisdiction of the Finance 
Ministry after its nationalızation. The director of the circulation 
bank should be vested with sufficient power to take financial meas- 
ures independently, Dr. Sjafruddin said. He should also have the 
power to voice his objections if the Government plans expenditures 
which might upset the monetary equilibrium. The veteran Finance 
Minister called for the appointment of a higher authority to arbi- 
trate any possible disputes between the Bank and the Ministry. The 
most important thing, he declared, was not to nationalize the Bank 
but maintain financial stability in Indonesia. 


Ф *. S AUTHORIZES OVER $1,000,000 IN AID TO INDONESIA 


The Economic Cooperation Administration has authorized pur- 
chases totalling $1,078,000 by Indonesia from U.S. aid funds, bring- 
ing to $7,654,000 the total of E.C.A.-financed commodities and 
services authorized since aid to Indonesia began last Fall. 


The sum just authorized will purchase sawmills to increase 
timber production, tools for development of small industries, and 
three fishing vessels to be used for demonstration purposes by the 
Indonesian Government. The material and equipment will be obtained 
from the United States, the United Kingdom, France, Belgium, Holland 
and West Germany. à 


Ten sawmills are to be bought in the United States, Holland, 
Belgium and Germany. Included in the sum of $408,000-for this pur- 
pose will be $134,009 worth of railway spikes, rails, bars and bolts 
to repair and extend rail lines to the new mills. To be built with- 
in a year after arrival of the equipment, the sawmills will all.be 
fitted into the Indonesian Forestry Department's development plans»

On 19th of March 1952, the Head of State instructed me to form 
a Cabinet. 


The draft on the composition of the new Cabinet was submitted to 
the President on 30th March 1952, and in the night of Ist April the 
composition was confirmed. 


No definite decision was arrived at with regard to one portfolio at 
the time, i.e. that of Foreign Affairs, as Mr. Mukarto had since 
long been abroad so that it had not been able to sufficiently discuss 
his nomination. 


Though the Head of State approved in principle of Mr. Mukarto's 
nomination, it was decided that the Prime Minister would provisionally 
also hold the portfolio of Foreign Affairs. 


The Cabinet, as installed on 3rd April, was composed as follows: 


1. Prime Minister - Wilopo. 

2. Deputy Prime Minister - Prawoto Mangkusasmito. 

3. Minister of Foreign Affairs ad interim - Wilopo. 

4, Minister of Home Affairs - Mohammad Roem. 

5. Minister of Defence - Hamengku Buwono. 

6. Minister of Finance - Sumitro Djojohadikusumo. 
7. Minister of Justice - Lukman Wiriadinata. 

8. Minister of Economic Affairs - Sumanang. 

9. Minister of Information - A. Mononutu. 

10, Minister of Education and Culture - Bahder Djohan. 

ll. Minister of Labour Affairs - Iskandar Tedjasukmana. 
12. Minister of Health - J. Leimena. 

13. Minister of Communications - Djuanda 

14. Minister of Agriculture Mohammad Sard an 

15. Minister of Religion - Fakih Osman 

16. Minister of Public Works and Energy - Suwarto, 

17. Minister of Social Affairs - Anwar Tjokroaminoto.
